The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art, 
either singly or in combination, fails to anticipate or render obvious, the method 
including the limitations of forming active matrix organic light emitting diode device 
including an array of thin film transistors, having a gate electrode, channel layer, and a 
source and drain terminal, forming an anode layer over the substrate, such that the 
anode and source are electrically connected, forming a light emitting layer and a 
cathode layer over the substrate covering the TFTs and the anode layer in combination 
with the method of forming a repair conductive layer over the cathode layer to repair a 
broken cathode layer.
